THE HOLLINGSWORTHS. 


Mr. Hollingsworth at Home Bravely Stand- 
ing by His Wife. 


Alfred Hollingsworth, the brother-in-law of 


Anna Weiss, returned this morning from 


Quincy, III., of his own volition. He walked 
from the Union Depot to his home, 210 Clark 
avenue, and soon after he reached his house 
his wife arrived from Jefferson City. They 
had not met each other for nearly three 
weeks, and during their separation the awful 


tragedy that linked their name with one of the 
most infamous crimes imaginable had oc- 
curred, and the wife had occupied an unen- 
viable position, whether justly or otherwise. 
It was apparent from the manner of both that 
Mr. Hollingsworth had come to St. Louis 
to stand by his wife, and it was 
——— apparent that Mrs. Hollingsworth 
felt that she had some one to support 
her. If she knows more than she has told, 
her husband will help her conceal what she 
bas not already made known. If she has told 
all she knows, he will stand by her and pre- 
vent her being harassed by the dozens of 
people who have examined and cross-ex- 
amined her during the past few days. 

It was reported at the Four Courts that when 
Hollingsworth reached his home be was taken 
with a fit and that he had had one convulsion 
after another. It was only one of the many 
wild rumors that have been in circulation 
during the morüing and, in fact, ever siuce 
the murder. 

HE Is A YOUNG MAN

American Minister communicated with the 
Haytien Government, asking why the Ozama 
was detained and demanding her release. 

CAPT. KELLOGG ACTS PROMPTLY. 

Not the slightest attention was paid to the 
letter and no answer was received that day. 
Next morning the American man-of-war 
Ossippee steamed into the harbor, Capt. Kel- 
logg on board. As soon as she an- 
chored Cept. Rowell pulled out to 
her and met Capt. Kellogg coming in. 
Both gigs stopped and Capt. Rockwell told 
how he has been captured and that the Hay- 
tien Government would not let him go out. 
Capt. Kellogg said he guessed he could take 
her out. Both commanders then went ashore 
and proceeded to the American Minister’s 
house. The entrance of the Ussippee into the 
harbor had evidently stirred up the Haytien 
dignitaries, for they were at the American 
Minister’s house in full force. There were 
three or four officials, Capt. Rockwell says, 
but he did not remember who they were. 
After being introduced the Haytiens refused

The Hampton School Scandal.

The new billof fare 
was sent me and made part of my report. 
Gen. Whittlesey and Mr. Smiley saw that 
report and went down to Hampton to review 
it. They say: ‘This bill of fare was in force at 
the time of our yisit,’ and they approve it 
ef and condemn me for objecting to it. 
That is, they condemn me for opjecting to a 
bill of fare that I myself secured for the 
Indians. 

4. The facts as to the dungeon are, by the 
testimony of the officers themselves, indis- 
putable. An absolutely dark cell 6 feet 6 
inches long, 8 feet 3 inches wide and 9 feet 6 
oe high, dadiy ventilated, under an office, 
ahd from which, when a boy was taken out, 


‘the stench was awful,’ was used to 
confine Indian boys for more than 
a. week at * time. If Gen. 
Armstrong Spetit a single night there and 


found it ‘too close and needing ventilation,’ 
how would an Indian be apt to find it after a 
week or ten days? The truth is, the puaish- 
ment inflicted on these Indian boys was such 
as our States’ prisons do not inflict on the 
most abandoned criminals. There are other 
guard-houses at Hampton severe enough for 
the punishment of any boy who ought to be 
allowed on the premises. I have only to add 
that every essential point of my report is con- 
firmed by the written testimony of the officers 
of Hampton School. T. S. CHILDS.’’ 


Canada Wants a Lumber Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1.—A report 
reaches here from Ottawa that Canada is try- 
ing to secure, through the English Foreign 
Office, a reciprocal trade in lumber with this 


country. Thereport further states that the 
correspondence will be transmitted in due 
course to Secretary Blaine. The treasury. 
officials have no knowledge of such a move. 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor said when the 
matter was brought te his attention that there 
must be some mistake about the report. 
Canada, he-said, had everything to gain 
by shipping her lumber free into this 
country, while we had everything to lose by 
the transaction. Moreover, he continued, 
neither the Treasury nor. the State Depart- 
ment would have any control of the matter. 
Congress alone had the right to inaugu- 
rate such a policy and nothing could be done 
without its sanction. Section 2505 of the Re- 
vised Statutes provides that the produce of 
the forests of the State of Maine upon the St. 
John and St. Croix Rivers, and their tributa- 
ries, owned by American citizens, can be 
sawed or hewed in the Province of New 
Brunswick by citizens of this country and 
reshipped to American ports free 
of uty. Under this statute Canadian 
lumber amounting to millions of feet has 
been fraudulently shipped to the United 
States free of duty. Since the new adminis- 
tration cameinto power their attention has 
been directed to this matter by the Home 
Market Club, a protection organization in the 
city of Boston: Within the last few weeks the 
Treasury Department has been looking into 
the charges made by the Home Market Club, 
that evasions of the laws are frequent, and is 
satisfied from the reports made by its special 
agents thatthe charges are true. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the opportunities for 
smugglin are 80 numerous aud 
80 difficult to prove that the 
department is really powerless to 
move in the matteg. The law is so mani- 
festiy a diseriminatiön in favor of the Maine 
lumbermen, as well a3 the Canadians along 
the border, that Congress will no doubt be 
asked next winter to repeal it. Congressman 
Knute Nelson of Minnesota, who recognized 
its obvious advantages, tried last session to 
secure the passage of a similar law for that 
portion of his State bordering on Manitoba, 
and urged Secretary Faircnild to give it the 
stamp of his approval before introducing the 
bili, but Mr, Fairchild flatly refused to do 80. 
It is probable that the recent agitation of the 
subject bythe Treasusy Department is the 
basis for the verious exaggerated reports 
which reach here from Canada.

remark that the prejudice against 
rallroad corporations which existed hereto- 
fore had died outor dwindlea down a con- 
siderable extent. The judgment in this case 
was rendered by Judge Valliant this morning, 
and not by a jury. In 1874 Thomas H. Lock 
wood and his wife, Lillie E. Lockwood, sold a 
piece of property to the St. Louis & Florissant 
Rallroad Oo. for $470. The ground isa strip 
twenty feet wide in the rear of three lots 
fronting on Olive street, where the Narrow 
Gauge road formerly terminated. When it 
was sold Mr. Lockwood stipulated that the 
company should hold the property 
only as long as it **maintained 
and operated a railroad.’’ A _ forfeiture 
would result from a breach of this contract. 
The old company was sold out to the St. Louis 
Cable & Western and, as is generally known, 
that company not desiring to carry passengers 
to Olive street for the benefit of the Olive 
street line changed the terminal to Morgan 
street on its own line. Later, the depot was 
torn down, and now the tracks are used only 
for switching and storing cars and for storing 
ties and rails. The accumulation there now is 
not a pleasing sight for the wealthy residents 
of the neighborhood, and many attempts have 


been made to get the nuisance out of the way, 
but they always failed and this is another one. 
Mr. Lockwood claimsthe road has forfeited 
the prope by not continuing to run trains 
to the Olive street terminus, and appealed to 
the courts to have it so declare It was 
shown intheevidence that two traing are run 
daily but were not scheduled. Judge Val- 
liantsaysif the company depended on this 
fact to hold the property they have failed, 
but that is not the question. He said the par- 
ties making the contract no doubt meant to 
have trains run 1 from the Olive 
street terminus, but they did not say so in the 
deed. It only stipulated that the road should 
be maintained and operated, This 
case ig condemnation pro- 
ceeding, Cannot a 
railroad company land for 
any other purpose than to pass its regular 
trains?’’ asks the court. ‘‘How coulda rail- 
road be maintained and operated, if its ter- 
ritory was restricted to the ground over which 
its ular trains passed? There are many 
uses for which land is absolutely ee ace? to 
arailroad company for its business besides 
holding its main tracks and there are many 
essential uses to which its tracks muy be put 
besides running of its — trains. When 
land is once granted to or lawfully condemned 
tor, arallroad company for the 3 of 
its charter generally without specifying which 
ofthe many purposes embraced in its gen- 
eral uses, itis lawful for the corporation to 
use it for any of these purposes. It seems to 
me there can be no doubt but that the uses 
to which the defendant is putting this 
land as shown by the plaintiff’s own evidence 
are within the purposes of its charter. And 
therefore it cannot be said that the defendant 
has forfeited ita title to the land because it has 
ceased to run its regular trains over it, and 
this view alone is fatal to the plaintiff's right 
to recover in an action which seeks to obtain 

ossession of the land on the ground of such 
orfeiture. There are more people interested 
in this controversy than the plaintiff and de- 
fendant. The public has a right to be heard 
on the proposition to cut off this end of the 
road. he State holds the eminent domain, 
and when land has been condemned ur granted 
for a public highway, there are high author!i- 
ties for saying that it cannot be abandoned 
without the consent of the State. I do not 
wish to be understood as deciding that the de- 
fendant has the right to omit running its regu- 
lar trains between Morgan and Olive streets 
for that question is notin this suit, the only 
point that 1 do decide is that the plaintiff is 
not entitled to the ssession of the land in 
consequence of the defendant’s fallure to run 
its regular trains over it.’’

NEWS FROM THE ORIENT, 


A Very Destructive Storm at Hong Kong 
Bitteen Lives Lost. 


Sax FRANCISCO, Cal., July 1.—The steamer 
Rio De Janeiro arrived late last night trom 
Hong Kong and Yokohama. One of the most 
destructive storms in the history of Hong 
Kong occurred May 29 and 30. The total rain- 
tall for thirty-three hours was 20 inches, at 
times the fall measuring nearly 3 inches per 
hour. Hong Kong papers do not venture to 


estimate the loss to private property, such as 
residences, stores,etc.,but placejan estimated 
loss tothe public property at about $200,000. 
Scarcely a house within an area of thirty-two 
square miles but what suffered. All the roads 
and streets in the —z were turned into 
mudheaps and innumerable shops and dwell- 
ings were flooded. Almost every minute dur- 
ing the storm the vivid flashes of {lightning lit 
up the streets, which were seen more to re- 
semble the Ofariver than the roads in 
the center of the town. The water pipes 
burst at every corner. The roads were cut up 
almost ree recognition an4 the level roads 
were piled with the earth and loosened stones 
and debris of the upper streets so as to be al- 
most impassable. Eight men were killed by 
the lightning ina mat shed. One Chinaman 
was killed by the falling of a mat sbed. On 
one street a man an boy were drowned 
in a flooded house. In one district a 
house collapsed, burying several people, 
four of whom were seriously or fatally in- 
jured. One man was drowned in the street 
and another drowned in a house, while it was 
being borne by the current through the 
street. Fifteen lives in all are known to have 
been lost when the steamer sailed for Ameri- 
ca. The storm temporarily shut off the large 
2 water supply andthe lower portion of 
the town is still suffering from a serious 
dearth of drinking water. The week after the 
storm the city presented an appearance of 
having suffered a subterranean upbeaval and 
subsidence. During the first part of the week 
little progress was made with the work of re- 
moving debris. Lovd complaints, therefore, 
arose about the serious danger to health to 
which citizens were exposed by choking of 
drains, and the Government was forced to call 
in the aid of the military.

and just appreciation. His imagination swept 
the whole range of art. With an instinct for 
the grander aspects of nature he was attracted 
to the works of those masters which seemed 
the completest expression of the sentiment of 
power and majesty. Of all the masters Michael 
Angelo seemed to move him most deeply. 
On Mr. Lippeit's return in 1887 he was ap- 

ointed one of the instructors at the School of 

ine Arts. At the close of the school term he 
went to Europe a second time, visiting Hol- 
land and Belgium, ang was much impressed 
with the work of the Dutch and Flemish mas- 
ters—the gloomy mystery of Rembrandt and 
the rollicking vivacity of Frans Hals. For 
Ruysdael he had a profound admiration, the 
sentiment of that master’s] work touch- 
ing a responsive chord in fine 
mind, He admiréd him as one who 
most nobly resembled his country; its breadth 
and sadness, its rather dreary placidity and 
its monotonous and tranguilcharm.’’

dence, R. I., Consecrated. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-D1sPATCH. 

Provipence, R. I., July 1.—The St. Peter 
and St. Paul Roman Catholic Oathedral was 
consecrated here yesterday. Theconstruction 
of the great edifice was begun by the late 
Bishop Hendricksen, the first bishop of the 
diocese, and it cost $500,000. The edifice is of 
brown stone, with two high towers in which 
there is a clock that strikes the 
Angelus, the only one made and 


set up in this country. The interior is 
richly decorated and the paintings upon the 
walls are works of art. he altar, which was 
also consecrated yesterday, cost $20,000. The 
consecration ceremonies began at 6 a. m. and 
continued until 9 o’clock, Bishop Matthew 
Harkins of this diocese being the consecrator. 
Atthe solemn high pontifical mass at 10:30 
o’ clock Archbishop John J. Williams of Bos- 
ton was the celebrant, and Most Rev. John 
Ireland, D. D., Archbishop of St. Paul, Minn., 
delivered the discourse. In the evening there 
were solemn Pontifical vespers with Right 
Rev. John J, Keane, D. D. C., rector of the 
Catholic University of Washington, as the 
preacher.

The transfer may 
be regarded at present as merely formal, as 
there will be few changes of importance made 
for some time to come. 
NO SWEEPING CHANGES CONTEMPLATED. 

The general offices of the Wabasb Eastern in 
Chicago will be kept open until about the 
middie ofthe present month, and possibly 
longer. Station and ticket agents will remain 
unchanged for the present, and until matters 
are finally arranged but few alterations in the 
personnel of the employes will take place. 
Eventually about eighty men will be added to 
the staff of the Wabash Western now in 
the city, and all general offices will be con- 
solidated, but few officers have yet arrived, 
and the removal will not be complete before 
the Ist of August. 

Workmen are busily engaged in preparing 
the offices for the newcomers, and when they 
are completed the new quarters will be the 
handsomest in the West. All the rooms are to 
be elegantly furnished and provided with all 
modern conveniences. Ample space has 
been secured and the offices will be the most 
convenient and spacious that either road has 
ever occupied. It is not expected 
that they will be ready for occupancy 
much before July 16. General Manager R. 
S. Hays is still in Chicago, attending to the 
transfer of the property, and Vice-President 
J. F. How is at present in charge. The two 
ticket offices in this city will be maintained 
for the pence? but will ultimately be con- 
solidated. No changes of any moment are 
anticipated in the personnel of the employes 
unconnected with the centrol offices, and 
even in this a few alterations as possible will 
be made.

Oil producers of equal experience and judg- 
ment are of different minds regarding Oh 
oil, Capt. A. C. Hawkins, another prominent 
operator of Bradford, said to a reporter that 
he regarded Ohio oil as a dangerous rival of 
Pennsylvania’s product.

THE BOY AND HIS PISTOL. 


Henry Fisher Begins Celebrating the Fourth 
By Wounding a Littie Girl. 


The wisdom of Mayor Noonan’s decision to 
prevent small boys from carrying pistols on 
the Fourth of July, was well illustrated by an 
affair which occurred in North St. Louis last 
evening. Joseph Fisher, a boy 14 years of 
age, had a22-caliber revolver with which to 
celebrate the Fourth, and started in to cele- 
brate several days in advance. He filled 


the chambers with cartridges yesterday morn- 
ing, and started down to the Union Stock 
Yards, where he met an acquaintance named 
George Bilstein. In order to apprise George 
of the fact that he had a pistol he conceived 
that it would be a good idea to put a bullet 
through him. His aim, however, for want of 
sufficient practice, was not very good, 
and he succeeded in mak- 
ing a through George’s 
hat. He had lots of fun with the pistol all 
day, but did not succeed in wounding anyone 
until about 5o’clock inthe evening, when he 
shot Katie Adell Lewis, a little girl 14 years of 
age, in the right shoulder, inflicting a danger- 
ous wound. Katie and twoof her compan- 
ions, Dressie and May Parkinson, accompanied 
by young Fisher, were on their way to the 
Levee to find a brother of the Parkinson girls 
who was supposed to be playing on the river 
front. When they reached the ¢orner of Hall 
and Anglerodt streets, young Fisher thought 
of his pistol and how it would be lots of fun to 
frighten the girls. He pulled his weapon out 
of his pocket and put it right into little May 
Parkinson’s face. She screamed ana jumped 
away. He then levelled it at Dressie Par- 
kinson, who also ran away from him. 
Katie Lewis did not appear to De frightened at 
his conduct and, determined to scare her also, 
he leveled the revolver at her and pulled the 
trigger. The ball struck her in the right 
shoulder ott ty ge upward, She was car- 
ried home and Dr. Hereford called in. He 
poenee for the bullet but could not find it. 
ie pronounced the wound dangerous but not 
in itself fatal. The little girl was resting 
quietly this morning and she will most proba- 
bly recover. The young shooter was locked 
up but will not be heid, Mrs. Lewis, the 
mother of the little girl shot, deciding not to 
prosecute unless her daughter’s wound should 
prove fatal.

GETTING USED TO IT. 


The Continued tligh: Earthquake Shocks in 
the Sierra Nevadas. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 1.—News from 
Susanville, in the Sierra Nevadgs, says that 
slight earthquake shocks contfhue and that 
the people have become so accustomed to the 
constant trembling of the earth that they pay 
no attention to it. These shocks, however, 
have revived reeollections of old settlers who 
predict volcanic disturbances in the 


extinct craters, such as took place in 1850. 
Susanville lies in a high, mountainous val 
ley, directly east of Lassen Butte, an extinct 
volcano 10,500 feet high. From ite summit no 
less than forty extinct craters can be seen. 
Cinder Cone, which rises 600 feet above the 
level of the plateau, was in eruption in 1850. 
Two prospectors visited it and they found 
Lake Salfatara, eight miles south of Cinder 
Cone, a center of volcanic forces. The lake 
Was a mass of boiling water and mud and from 
it vast columns of flames shot up at intervals. 
Timber in the vicinity was on fire. Witnin 
two years there has seemed to be renewed ac- 
tivity in the internal fires and the present 
shocks point to the possibility of another 
great volcanic outburst, which will find vent 
through some of the oid craters.
